This has left me without man power here ror many 
years and our place is really going down on this 
account. My youngest son, the only one left to 
me, still has another year to serve in the armed 
forces. 

Is there any help for such as me? I understand 
the seriousness of the situation and it should be 
repaired before the spring rains. I do not have 
any money to hire such work done. Being a^world 
war 1 widow and receiving the pension of $42 a month 
does not give me any money to pay for such repairs.

I tried to 
have' my youngest son, my sole support now, released 
from the army but this cannot be done now.

'?At a recent inspection made of the Camp Alden Association, 
Ino. dam located on Broad Brook in ludlow and constructed 
in 1946, it was found that the flash board pins are 
three-inch pipes and the free-board between the spillway 
and the top of the dam is six feet. 'Hie plans filed with 
the Gounty, prepared by Burkee, White & Towne, Engineers, 
and dated September, 1945, called for two-inch pipe flash 
board pins and seven feet of free-board. 

The top of the flash boards is only three feet below 
the top of the dam and with three -inch pins will not go 
out until the dam is overtopped. 

The flash boards should be removed from the dam and 
should not be replaced until the three -inch pins are cut 
off flush with the spillway and two-inch pins used as the 
plans called for. She plates welded to the pipe pin3 
should be clear of the concrete work to allow bending of 
the pins. With two-inch pins the free-board as constructed 
is adequate for the drainage area."

On Thursday, Jan* 12,1956 the undersigned met 
with Mr* Leo Langevin, two members of the Board of Select- , 
men of Ludlow and a fourth interested party regarding the 
replacement of Aiden Pond Dam in Ludlow* Alden Pond is a 
privately owned pond constructed for recreational and 
aesthetic purposes* The area surrounding the pond is used 
for home construction and summer camp purposes. The dam is 
on Broad Brook just easterly of A lden Street. 

The owners of the dam requested County or State 
aid in reconstructing the dam. AI pointed out at our field 
conference that the County, under the Law, could not show 
any requirement for replacing the dam as essential to the 
safety of lives and property downstream* Within the intent 
of the Law I explained that the elimination of the dam was 
more desirable than its replacement. Consequently I knew 
of no basis to order the restoration of the structure since 
a safe free-flow condition would be more desirable than the 
impounding of water from the viewpoint of persons and pro- 
perty downstream. 

I have discussed this matter with Rep. John 
Thompson who indicated his willingness to assist the pro- 
perty owners involved if some reason were presented for the 
reconstruction of the dam for public necessity and good*

Dear Sir: 

At the request of County Commissioner Ralph B. Walsh, I am writing 
to you regarding the dam in Ludlow that itfas damaged in the August , 
1955* flood at Alden Pond. This dam is a privately ovmed struc- 
ture and under the Acts wherein public funds were made available 
for the repaid of flood damage, state and federal money is not 
available for the restoration of the dam, insofar as I know, 
except that I believe the structure could be rebuilt under 
Chapter 91 of the Laws of the Commonwealth . I believe that under 
this Chapter, one-half of the funds are provided by the state and 
one-half of the funds by either the tovm or the owner of the 
property involved ♦ 

Insofar as the County is concerned, the County has no funds nor is 
there any provision in the set-up of the County government or in 
the laws of the Commonwealth that allow the County to financially 
participate in the construction of a damaged dam. If a dam is 
unsafe and the owner or owners refuse to repair the structure, 
the County can then either breach the structure or make the neces- 
sary repairs and charge these repairs against the property. 
Nowhere in the lav; is provision made for the County to pay for the 
repairs and not assess the property for reimbursement* 

I have viewed the damaged Alden Dam and have discussed the prob- 
lems of repairing this dam with several interested persons, parti- 
cularly Mr. Leo Langevin. The undersigned and the County 
Commissioners appreciate the problem facing the owners of this 
structure and have offered advice to the owners to try and assist 
them in repairing their structure rapidly and economically. 

It is my understanding that the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
has indicated to the owners that the Department of Public Works 
might participate to the extent of $Ofo on the repair of the 
structure. If such a program could be worked out, the owners of 
Alden Dam would experience a substantial reduction in the cost of 
the structure. I believe the owners are also particularly con- 
cerned regarding the time element and are anxious, to have the dam

repaired so that the pond can be formed again Just as soon as 
possible* All agencies having to do with work of this nature 
are naturally overloaded with flood repair projects and I presume 
that a program in which the Commonwealth might participate probably 
would not- be completed in time for early summer use* Plans and 
specifications of the proposed repairs should first be prepared 
and then the ifork constructed in accordance therewith. 

Since the time element Involved is a very important factor i the 
most rapid method of restoring the dam would be for the owners 
to engage engineering services to prepare plans and specifications* 
These plans and specifications would then be filed with the County 
for review and approval. This process would only involve a very 
minimum amount of time and, upon approval, construction could 
start. Perhaps the owners of the dam might be able to obtain state 
participation on a program such as this if the stete authorities 
xtfould go along with privately prepared plans, fhls is only a 
suggestion and would require ah investigation by the dam owners. 
If such a scheme could be worked out, the repair/of the dam could 
proceed at an early date and aid from the Commonwealth might 
reduce the cost of the structure to the owners by about one-half. 
Again, I am assuming thnt the Commonwealth might consider this 
dam a necessary part of Stream Clearance and Control under 
Chapter 91. 

The undersigned and the County will assist the owners in any way 
possible and engineering advice during the planning stage as^well 
as drulng construction will be provided the engineer engaged by 
the owners and the contractor awarded the construction work. 

If I can be of any further assistance to you on this matter or 
provide you with any further information, please do not hesitate 
to call, upon me.

Gentlemen: 

Reference is made to the two sheets of drawings stamped 
preliminary" and showing the proposed reconstruction of 

the spillway at Alden Pond dam in Ludlow, Mass., submitted 
to the undersigned for reviet**, together with a copy of the 
preliminary specifications and the cost estimate of the 

work* 

I have reviewed the plane and specifications and find that 
they are satisfactory. It will be essential that excellent 
compaction of the earth under the spillway He obtained, This 
is a natter that can be checked carefully In the field, to 
be sure that the spillway concrete has a good foundation and 
no void^s will- occur under the shaped slab. 

1 note that the plans provide for a key wall or fin, so 
called, on the westerly abutment wall of the spillway in 
line with the upper edge of the spillway wall and the cut- 
off wall that is carried to ledge. This key wall is turned 
a.c an angle of 45° with the line of the spillway. Elevation 
A-A indicates that this key wall will extend from a point 
into the bed rock to the elevation of the tor> of the abut- 
ment wall. 

This key wall .will make it rather difficult to compact the 
embankment against the abutment wall. 1 think your specif 1« 
cations should call this wall to the attention of the con- 
tractor in such a manner that he villi be forewarned of the 
need to place the embankment material by hand and to compact 
the material with mechanical hand tampers on both sides of 
this key wall. Unless this point is stressed, I fear that 
she contractor will simply push material against the wall 
with his bulldozer or other piece of equipment and neither 
the tracks of the equipment nor the rollers themselves will 
qq-c within- two feet, more or less, of any part of the key 
wall* In fact, the space between the key wall and the abut- 
ment wing, as well as the abutment Itself, should probably all 
be hand compacted when the embankment is placed. 

I note that no key wall is included on the easterly abutment

Gentlemen: 

As the result of the very heavy rainfall on Saturday, October 24, 1959, damage 
was done to the newly constructed embankment at Alden Pond Dam in Ludlow, 
and to the cofferdam the Contractor had erected in connection with the con- 
struction of the new spillway at Alden Dam. 

Alden Dam was washed out in the flood of August, 1955 and the project is 
being rebuilt as a Division of Waterways project under the Mass. Department 
of Public "Works. 

The embankment portion of the dam had been rebuilt under a separate con- 
tract and, upon completion of this work and filling of the pond it became 
evident that the old spillway could not be used since it had been undermined 
as the result of the flood waters and other damage had occurred while the 
spillway was standing dry from the period of the flood until the embankment 
had been re-built. The Division of Waterways then had plans and specifica- 
tions prepared by a consultant and filed these plans and specifications with 
your Board for approval. The plans and specifications provide for a new 
concrete spillway with a foundation extending to rock or suitable impervious 
soil. 

Work on the construction of Alden spillway had started about the first week of 
October and had progressed very slowly. As of October 7, the Contractor 
had excavated in the spillway area and had built an earth cofferdam connec- 
ting the embankment of the dam with the left natural bank of the pond. The 
normal flow of the brook was passing thru the conduit laid under the embank- 
ment. 

Foundation grades had been exposed by the contractor and it had been dis- 
covered that instead of ledge being present, a rather impervious till type of 
material existed. A change in the footing of the upstream spillway wall was 
then in the planning and discussion stage. 
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A week later the undersigned found that no progress had been made in the 
construction of the new spillway. In fact, at mid-day on October 14, 1959, 
no personnel were found present at the site of the dam, a pump was opera- 
ting and discharging water from the foundation excavation but seemed to be 
making little or no headway. 

Another inspection of Alden Pond Dam construction was made on Oct. 21, 
and little or no progress was noted. The foundation excavation still existed 
but the contractor was present at the site of the work excavating the foundation 
while the material involved was still under water. 

On Saturday noontime, October 24, 1959, the undersigned became concerned 
over the continuous hard rain that was falling. At about 1:30 PM I called the 
home office number of the Wilbraham Construction Co. and obtained the tele- 
phone number of the Alden Pond job Supt. , as well as the telephone number 
where I could reach the head of the Wilbraham Construction Co. Since the 
Supt. of the Alden Pond job lived in Springfield, I contacted him first and at 
about 1:30 advised him that in my opinion rain was falling quite hard, runoff 
at Alden Pond was undoubtedly quite heavy and that he should have men and 
equipment at the site, if he did not already have them the re, to maintain the 
cofferdam and protect his work area from damage, should the cofferdam be ; 
overtopped by the heavy runoff. I informed the construction Supt. that I would 
be at Alden Pond Dam by mid^ afternoon, after I had made other stops along 
the way. 

At about 3:30, I reached Alden Pond Dam and found nobody at the site of the 
work. Construction equipment was located in its normal position but there 
was no sign that anyone had been at the dam or had taken any steps to protect 
the cofferdam. Water was flowing thru the tube under the embankment from 
the shaft spillway and there apparently was free flow occurring. At the down- 
stream end of the tube a full pipe of water was being discharged at a good 
velocity. 

Water in Alden Pond was at that time below the top of the cofferdam and there 
was no indication that the pond had reached its peak crest. I waited for 10 or 
15 minutes to see if any person would arrive at the construction site. No one 
had arrived upon my leaving the site at the end of this time interval. 

I checked the stream below the dam. as far as the Chicopee River to be certain 
that there was nothing in the area adjacent to the stream that would be en- 
dangered should the cofferdam be overtopped. I made other inspections in 
Palmer and at Brimfield. 

Shortly after 5 PM, I returned to Alden Pond Dam to see if the Contractor had 
arrived at the site. The rain had stopped falling for about one hour previously. 
On arriving at the Dam I fould the cofferdam had broken and the edge end of the

cofferdam adjacent to the permanent embankment was washed thru. I exa- 
mined the stream below the dam and found no evidence of any particular 
damage occurring. The only damage was directly at the dam where a por- 
tion of the embankment to which the cofferdam had abutted was washed away. 
Some riprap was washed out and the wooden foot bridge extending from the 
earth embankment to the top of the spillway shaft was destroyed.

You have no doubt been informed about the damage done at Aldan Pond Bam, 
In Ludlow, ap the result of fcho heavy rain occurring on Saturday, "Oct* 24, 
1959, Damage resulted when the cofferdam was breached at the point where 
the oarth cofferdam abutted tho new embankment built by the previous con- 
tractor. A portion of the embankment was waohed away, some of tho stone 
riprap dislodged and the foot bridge extending. £rom thcembankinent to the 
.top- of' the- oplllway ahaft destroyed* 

At the time of the heavy rain I informed the office of the contractor and the 
superintendent on the project that if they did not have personnel at the alto 
of the work they certainly ahould send- personnel there to protect the dam as 
beet they could, should water rlee high enough to overtop the cofferdam. 
This warning- wad Isaucd by telephone at about 1:30 p. m. t Inspected the 
alto of Atden Pond Dam twice during the afternoon.'' Once at about 3:30 p.m. 
when water had not breachod the cofferdam, but no one was at the site at that 
time* I inspected it again around 5:00 p.m. and £onnd the cofferdam breached* 
At the time the contractor t hie superintendent, and other people wore at the 
site of the dam. 

Daring the month of October t inspected the Alden Pond Dam on the ?th» 1 4th 
and the 2ist while construction of -the apillway was- progressing, t found 
progress rather Blow and was Informed by fch£ Inspector on the job that the 
footing of the upstream concrete wall was not to be built on ledge but would bo 
built on a footing to be constructed on dense and impervious material being 
excavated at about foundation grade .

Gentlemen: 

Enclosed please find a copy of a communication received from 
the Dept. of Public Works of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
in connection with the Alden Pond spillway in Ludlow. When 
the contractor did his excavation for the new spillway, he 
found that no rock ledge existed at the grade shown as founda- 
tion grade on the plans. Apparently, the borings taken in- 
dicated boulders as being a ledge. 

The undersigned has met with representatives of the Waterways 
Division of the State Department of Public Works and with re- 
presentatives of the designing engineer on the matter at the 
site of the work in Ludlow. As a result of this conference 
and, based upon the recommendation of the undersigned, a well 
point system for dewatering the foundation is to be installed 
so that proper construction of the spillway can proceed. 

The designing engineer sent a letter to the Division of Water- 
ways of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, Department of Public 
Works, a copy of this letter being enclosed. Enclosed also is 
a copy of my communication to the Department of Public Works 
stating my opinion of the contents of the enclosed letter.

Gentlemen: 

Reference is made to the list of unfinished dam cases sent to me earlier in 
the year for recommendations regarding the status of these dams. The Aiden 
Pond dam in Ludlow, damaged in the flood of August, 1955, wao rebuilt as a 
Flood Relief Project, 

On May 1, 1957, your Honorable Board received a request from the Chief 
Waterways Engineer of the Division of Waterways of the Commonwealth of ■ 
Massachusetts for approval of plans and specifications of the proposed repairs 
to the dam. 

Your Board issued an Inter locutory Decree dated May 22, 1957 approving the 
filed plans and specifications for the proposed reconstruction of the dam. 

As work on the dam progressed and as a result of the determination of further 
damage to the overall facility and the need for a new spillway, the Chief 
Waterways Engineer submitted plans and specifications of the reconstruction 
of the spillway facility on March 12, 1959. 

A second Interlocutory Decree waa issued by your Honorable Board on 
April 1, 1959 approving the filed plans and specifications for the spillway* 

The undersigned inspected the construction of the new dam and spillway and, 
since their completion, has made an annual inspection of the condition of the 
entire structure. 

At the time of my last inspection as per the report on dams in Ludlow dated 
November 19, 1964, the dam and spillway were in satisfactory condition.

Gentlemen: 

Reference is made to your dam in the Town of Ludlow, and the fact 
that there now exists a heavy snow cover throughout Western Massa- 
chusetts. The water content of this snow cover, coupled with a warm 
spring rain could result in extremely heavy runoff conditions. Con- 
sequently, the Commissioners of Hampden County have directed that 
I advise you to be sure that the spillway facilities at your dam are 
clear of any obstruction and that you take all precautions necessary to 
protect your dam as well as persons and property downstream. 

It is advisable that you also lower the water level of the stored water 
through use of drawdown gates, and that this lowering be done at this 
time under controlled conditions so as not to drop the water level at 
too fast a rate wherein the embankment of the dam might be damaged 
or the rate of discharge could cause temporary flooding downstream.

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 25 3, Section 45, et seq. of 
the General Laws, Tercentenary Edition, relative to the inspection, 
condition and safety of the dams in Hampden County, the County Hydraulic 
Engineer has recently made an inspection of the dam, apparently owned by 
the Town of Ludlow and forming Alden Pond off of Alden Street in Ludlow, 
and your attention is called to the following conditions noted and the recom- 
mendations made by him. 



"The earth embankment forming this dam was in fair condition. 
However, the elevation of the top of the embankment appears to 
be low in the vicinity of the spillway abutment. [ The top appears 
to have settled some and additional compacted material should 
be placed to bring the top of the embankment back up to the 
proper elevation. 



The toe area of the earth embankment was in good condition, 
stone fill was o.k. 



The 



Small tree and brush growth which is occurring from the stone 
filled face of the water side slope should be cut down and all re- 
growth discouraged. 

The spillway itself was in satisfactory condition. Stoplogs were 
out of the crest at two sections, one on each end of the spillway. 
The toe pool and the pool downstream wall were o.k. Erosion in 
the stream bed is being controlled in a satisfactory manner.

Wingwalls on the upstream side of each spillway abutment show 
evidence of motion in that the joint in the wall is opening. The 
condition is not too bad as yet, but repairs may be needed in the 
future. . . ' 

The drawdown gate and access bridge were noted to be o.k. 

The owner of the dam should be advised to remove the brush and 
small tree growth as well as fill the top of the embankment up to 
the proper design elevation. " 

The work of correcting the elevation of the top of the earth e mbankment 
and the cutting of all brush growth should be accomplished during 1970 
The dam should be properly maintained and any necessary work required 
to keep the dam in good condition, should be done annually.

Gentle men: 

The above subject darn is a small stone masonry structure located in 
Ludlow adjacent to the Granby town line* It Is situated on Stony Brook 
at a point where the drainage area is about 5-1/3 square miles. The 
dam was formerly an earth embankment having a masonry spillway in 
the center. The pond originally covered approximately 3 acres and 
furnished power to operate a saw mill. 

In the flood of August, 1955, the dam was washed out and the only 
remaining portion is a central masonry section where the stream now 
flows around the right end. The water power formed by the dam was 
not used for many years prior to the August, 1955 flood. 

The property is presently owned by Mr. Thomas J. Forgie of West St., 
Ludlow* Mr, Forgie has called twice in the past week for Information 
relative to steps which must be taken prior to any construction or re- 
construction at the dam location. 

I have suggested to Mr. Forgie that since the work he plans to do at 
this time is simply excavation and stream clearance, he should check 
with the Mass. Dept. of Natural Resources under the Hatch Act and also 
confer with the proper Town officials of Ludlow to get any permits needed 
for any excavation work and reshaping of the stream within the brook

Mr. Block has brought suit. According to County records Commis- 
sioners have notified this man several times to cut the trees 
because the roots were causing the seepage. According to our 
records it is true and he has complied with everything Mr. Tighe 
has asked him to do. As long as he has brought suit the Town 
will be in here and ask our opinion as to who is responsible. 
Mr. Giles stated it is a matter between the land, owner and the 
Town, ~ that the County is not financially interested, and that 
if they ask our angle we would be justified in telling the Town 
that this man has complied with our records and that the Town has 
broken the culvert when putting in a new gate, evidently pounding 
it, causing, the leak and break.

Gentlemen: 

While Inspecting the dams In the Town of Ludlow last week 
I noted that construction work was being carried on in the vicinity 
of the highway culvert on Holyoke Street #iere Higher Brook passes 
under the street* Directly upstream of the culvert is a dam 
known as the Block Dam* During the flood of August the embankment 
and abutment area to the right of the dam was washed thru and a 
breach formed for the passage of the brook* 

The dam has remained unrepaired since the flood. How- 
ever, in carrying on the work of repairs to protect the Holyoke 
Street culvert, the Department of Public Works of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts has filled in the breach and thus caused the res- 
ponding of water behind the danu 

To my knowledge, no plans and specifications have been 
prepared for this work taking into consideration the fact that the 
fill will result in impounding water. Also, I do not know if the 
Department of Public Works has reviewed the spillway capacity to 
determine whether or not the spillway should be enlarged to provide 
for the passage of very heavy flood flows* 

Ihen I first observed the work the Contractor employed 
by the State was simply protecting the banks of the stream. ~ How- 
ever, when passing the area a few days later I noted that fill had 
been placed In the breach to the right of the dam* 



The fact that this dam is being repaired with funds 
of the Commonwealth and by the Commonwealth has also been brought 
to my attention through telephone calls by two residents

The 'br«a©fa was not filled in accordance with specif! cations for ' 
a dam embankment sod consequently there is leakage through the 
dam m this filled section. The Commonwealth has directed the 
contractor to remove the material from the breaeh and to restore 

the dam to its condition prior to the contractor moving or* to 
the job* The owner of the dam, who apparently did not object to 
the unintentional repairs of the structure, has now apparently 
directed the contractor and the Department of Public Works 

representative to stay off of his property and will not allow the 

removal of the fill from the dam, I have been informed toy the

An reported to the County Commissioners following my inspection lata 
in 1967, the facilities as existing at the old dam on Higher Brook directly 

bahing'ihe high school ar^ now simply nothing more than a culvert under 
a fill. As such, the facilities are part of a drainage system and not a 
water storage system. The drainage area of Higher Brook upstream of 
the site of the old dam where the single culvert now exists is about four 
square miles. This is a large drainage area. In the opinion of the under* 
signed the ningie culvert now existing from the old dam spillway inlet box

and extending under the filled groumd behind the high school will not be 
able to pass flood flow* which may be expected fr^m the four square mile 
drainage area in future fears. 

If the flow of Higher Brook e^ceed$ the capacity of the existing tingle 
culvert and flood flow conditions continue for a euff iciest length of time 
to cause water to rise ^p to the level of the filled ground, a pond will be 
temtiS at the site of the ©14 pond* Thus* it can be expected that water 
iaval in the old pond cam reach* under futoe flood .flow conditions the 
height of the top of the fill over the- single culvert. If the elevation of 
thin fill is above ffae bottom floor level of any adjacent building t then 
there could he water damage expert enced during flood- flew conditions.

A0 pointed oiit in previous cocnniunlcations and reports, the capacity 

for pmming water through the fill behind the high school should fee in* 
creaeed if overstepping of this fill by flood flows in Higher Brook is to 
he prevented in future years. Capacity can fee increased by the installa- 
tion of *:n additional culvert facility. If, oe taking Ovations of the top 
of the existing fill versus floor levels of adjacent structures it iu found 
that there is an ample safety factor to prevent any undesirable flooding 
conditions, a paved emergency sw^le type overflow could he formed in 
the earth fill to pas& flood flows when the rate of run* off exceeds the 
culvert capacity*

On a recent routine inspection in the Town of Ludlow, a 
small new Sam was discovered on a small stream, apparently known as 
l,awrenee Brook* in the vloinlty of Chapin Street at a point approxi- 
mately fc # 0O0 feet westerly of Rlller street. The Sam is now under 
construction and forms a small pond containing about 100,00 gallons 
of water. The dam is being Milt just upstream from the culvert 
carrying the brook under Chapin Street. The dam Is approximately 
semi-circular tn shape , having a radius of about 4 feet and is only 
13 inches In height* The drainage area above the dam has been 
computed to be approximately 1.02 square miles* Consequently, this 
dam* because of the drainage area of the brook upstream, comes under 
the jurisdiction of the County* 

Improper construction of the dam could result in a partial 
or complete blocking of the Chapin Street culvert, with the result 

that the road might be washed out* 

The dam and pond are owned by Mr. Homer Gauthier, whose 
address is 160 Chapin Street, Ludlow, Mass. The undersigned talked 
with Mr. Gauthier and instructed him to prepare a plan and specifi- 
cations of his dam, and that completion of its construction should 
be delayed until he obtains proper authority for its construction.

The undersigned plans to reinspect the dam when the run- 
off decreases sufficiently to properly investigate the actual 
leakage; however, it would be advisable to notify the owner that 
the dam does come under County Jurisdiction and that alterations 
and repairs to the spillway section will probably be required durln* 
this year, and that the required repairs and alterations must be 
made in such a way as to satisfy requirements of the County.

My husband vas a totally disabled world war Nov 1 veteran* and 
my three sons went into service during this new world war 11, 
I am a widow* ±do not have money tofight anything in courts, 
hence my appeal to you. 

If he Dr. jvjakashian, who is really a fine man, we all like him, 
and a good doctor, ir he can have the pond without taking our 
supply, well and good. There are three homes depending upon 
the water of this brook, Mr* Boyce family, and my home and the 
little cottage nearby us. ne .all have electric pumps, i could not 
get water from any other source but our ponds. 

Thanking you so very much for your prompt attention* I have been 
assured that if there is anything wrong, one word from your office 
would put a stop to the. entire thing. However, I am grateful 

for your help*

Dear Sir: 

I have investigated the proposition of the forming of a 
fish pond about three -quarters f an acre in area by Dr. tfakashian, 
at a point on his property along one of the tributaries of Higher 
Brook in ludlow and up stream some distance from the Mill Pond owned 
by Mrs* Joseph Aetefcrman. 

The proposed fish pond is not to be formed by a dsm but 
by an excavation of the natural earth to a depth of around At feet. 
The center of the pond will be about 250 feet from the brook, from 
which it will be fed with water by a pipe connection. The water in 
the pond, therefore, will never rise above the height of the water 
in the brook. 

According to Dr. Kakashian, whom I talked with, the fish 
pond is a federal project and will be under the control of the 
federal government. 

I called also on Mrs. Ackerman and explained to her that, 
since, the location of the pond was on the watershed of the brook, 
there should be no loss of water from the brook except, caused by 
the evaporation from the surface of the pond, and which would occur 
if the pond was formed by a dam across the brook, if such were built. 

As matter of fact, since there is no dam to be constructed, 
the question seems to be outside the jurisdiction of the county.

EXAMINATION : This structure is leaking badly, the leak being 
visible only on the down stream face of the dam, washing out the 
earth embankment to considerable extent. Water stream appears 
to be about the quantity that to uld be carried off through a 4 n 
pipe under a 3 f head. I find, no evidence of the leaking area 
on t he up-stream face of the .embankment* 

RECOMMENDATION: The leak Should r be followed through to the 
core wall by excavating from ; the/ down- stream face and determining 
its origin from this opening •' This method should show whether the leak 
is under, around the end, , or through a break in the core*. 
After locating the infiltration point on the upstream face, a 
mat of straw base material should be placed and entirely covered 
with sandy gravel to form a solid bottom. At the time of this 
work it is advisable to check the condition of the plank spill- 
way and to replace any weak timbers <> The entire down-stream face 
should be backfilled and the riprap replaced at the spillway sides 
The guard rail should also be rebuilt on both sides of the road- 
way across the dam.

Your dam located off of Chapin Street has recently been 
inspected by our engineer in accordance with Chapter 253 of 
the General Laws, and he reports to us as follows :- 

During the flood of August, 1955* a portion of the earth 
embankment forming the dam and the road was washed out. The 
depth of the washout was shallow. This washout- has been 
partly repaired and the pond is at normal water level. 
Boulders in the spillway conduit and particularly in the 
brook at the discharge end of the spillway conduit partially 
block this conduit and reduce the carrying capacityiof the 
structure. 

The grade of the earth embankment and roadway should be built 
to the proper elevation in the section of the washout. Also, 
the spillway conduit should be cleaned of all boulders and any 
debris that tends to reduce the carrying capacity of this over-

in regard to my conference with you on Thursday, February 23, pertaining to 
the water level of the pond oa the property of the Ludlow Fiah k Game Club, 
It Is evident that the level of your pond is directly related to the level ox the 
pond at Veteran's Park, now the site of the new Ludlow High School. I have 
been able to locate a plan showing the proposed site development for the achool 
and on the plan I note that whereas the pond in the past has been at elevation 
233, a new pond level will be established at elevation 232 upon the termination 
of alterations and construction of the High School. Thus, if the pond at the 
school site la lowered a foot on a permanent basis, you can expect that your 
pond too will be a foot below the level maintained during the past. 

I have noted on the site development plan that certain changes are apparently 
to be made at the bos: culvert spillway thru the dam and have reported this 
matter to the County for official confirmation and investigation. No doubt the 
County Commissioners will checte with the Town of Ludlow to determine just 
exactly what is to be done at the dam. When this information is available X 
can advise you further on any steps you should tatte in connection with main- 
taining the water level of the pond at your Fish & Game Club property.
